On lost Tuesday Dec- 
ember wheat sold down to 71 7-8c an<! 
the spread was 3 3-Sc; at the close 
•Saturday December wheat was 72 l-2c 
and the spread was barely 3c, and 
there Is every evidence now that be- 
fore the end of this month December 
wheat will sell at a premium over 
May, as Is Justified by the conditions. 
There was In tho elevators hero last 
Monday 1.060.000 bu or No. 2 Red win 
ter wheat, all of which bos been de- 
livered out and taken In and paid 
for by tho believers In the actual pro- 


• perty who will ship it out. 
There Is 


a demand here for It from Michigan, 
Indiana. Ohio and-eastern 
millers, 


which will take every bushel at bet- 
ter prices than the December Is sel 
ling for; 85,000 bu of It was taken by 
millers on Wednesday, with bids hero 
for more. 
In addition to this, thcro 
Is about 2.300.000 bu of No. 1 Northern 
Spring wheat, which everyone knows 
Is In cxcelcnt demand everywhere and 
can readily be sold at May price. Part 
of It has been delivered out also, with 


• the hope, however, that It would frigh- 
ten holders, and cause them to sell 
out. 
It did scare some Into selling 


their December, but everyone who had 
any No. 1 Northern wheat delivered 
will hold fast to It. 
Moat of the con- 
tract wheat In tho elevators here, es- 
pecially the No. 1 Northern, is a'very 
desirable lot of grain, brought down 
here train Duluth at considerable ex- 
pense, and cost more than tho Decem- 
ber was at the time. 
It was brought 


down for the purpose of increasing 
local stocks and

charges on empty bins, with

thought or hope of anyone clsc^stcp 
ping In and Interfering with this pro 
gram. 
The total amount of contrac 
wheat here—less than 3.COO.OOO bu— 
is certainly not burdensome. 
Ther< 
Is no corn here, not much oats or otli 
er grain. 
The total stock of 
al 


Icinds and grades of grain in tho rcg 
ular houses being only about 10.000, 
000 bu, which means that two-thirds 
of all the regular elevator capacity 
and fully as great a proportion of the 
private elevator capacity here • 
Is 
empty, with little likllhood of being 
filled, at least not with wheat on this 
crop. 
I know that many dislike tak 


Ing In cash grain on contracts when 
they mature, but why is beyond com 
prehension. 
In the first place. I be- 


lieve It would be better for everyone 
(excepting the professional short sel 
lers) if we wero trading In seller de- 
livery Intscad of futures, so that the 
seller would have to make delivery 
each afternoon as Is the case in the 
stock market. 
It would. In tho long 


run. revert to tho benefit of holders 
or the bulls If they paid actual carry- 
Ing charges Instead of premiums far 
futures, as there would be much less 
pure and simple short selling. 
True 


the rules of our Board of Trade are 
very queer In that the actual deliv- 
ery Is contemplated In every caso 
when tljc transaction is made. In fact 
tho very existence of our Board of 
Trade depends on that principle. With 
out this foundation no 
transaction 


would be legal, though of course 
to 


facillatc matters, contracts, 
when 


closed, as a rule aro settled by 
tho 


payment of differences If it Is agree 
able to both buyer and seller, but if 
everyone happens to be long when 
the contract matures would demand 
delivery. It would result In entirely 
different markets twelve months In 
, the year, or just such as we experi- 
enced last spring In May oats, again in 
July oats, later In September wheat 


• and now Indicated in December corn. 


It would put an end to reckless short 
selling and certainly there can be no 
harm to any one If the buyer of any 
commodity wishes tho actual deliv- 
ery of the grain he contracted 
for 
and stands ready to pay for It. 


During this week I had the pleasure 


of taking In and paying for a. largo 
amount of cash wheat which my cus- 
tomers had contracted for December 
delivery- 
The people for whim 
I 
bought this wheat and who instructed 
me to demand delivery have paid for 
It outright. ,They want the cash wheat, 
and as they cannot buy 
ns 
good 


twheat elsewhere at as low a price, 
the bulk of it will likely bo shipped 
'out and made Into flour, or at least 
will not be thrown back on the mar- 
ket where It can serve to earn stor- 
age charges, which, to some, seems 
Its only value. 
For weeks past I 


have urged everyone who was long 
of December wheat, whether through 
me or other houses, not to sell out. 
and I am pleased to see that so many 
have taken my advice. 
A number 


who were long through other houses 
have written mo that they have also 
followed this course, and I hope they 
will all 'hold onto the cash property. 
They will find It no different than if 
they own a future month bought at 
a premium. 
I do not pretend to say 
it will result In as big a profit as 
was the case last September, but It 
may. 
However. It Is not likely to 
lose anyone any money. 
It is not ne- 


cesasry. and some seem to believe, to 
furnish all the money required to pay 
for grain so taken in, or full value. 
Elevator receipts for grain In store 
are the best collateral one could have, 
they are as good as government bonds, 
and any bank will loan on cash grain 
receipts within ten per cent.' of tho 
marketable value of the grain, so any 
one of moderate means, able to pro- 
tect ten per cent, could finance all 
the wheat there Is here. 
Tho only 


kind of wheat.deliverable In this mar- 
ket on contracts Is now No. 2 Red Win- 
ter and No. 1 Northern Spring, so 
every sale of December wheat above 
the amount of contract grade In store 
here-must naturally be against a grade 


of grain not deliverable on contracts 
or against wheat located elsewberefl 
or ns purely a short sale; In any 
case the contract or short sale must 
then bo covered In tho pit. 
It would 


be hard to say what the outstanding 
short Interest in December wheat is 
now; it may be only 10.000,000 bu, 
but I believe It is over 25,000,000 bu. 
A month ago It was much larger, and 
If everyone who had December wheat 
bought at that time had remained long 
until the end of this month, or even 
until today, December wheat 
rlgnt 


now would bo selling at a considerable 
premium over the May. 
I believe, 


however, there are enough left who 
believe In wheat, cash wheat, as well 
as In futures, to put tho price con- 
siderably higher. 
It may sound nb- 


surb, but I believe before next sum- 
mer wheat will be shipped back from 
hero to the northwest to keep 
the 


mills there running, furthermore, the 
price of wheat today Is tho lowest 
of any of tho products of the farm. 
One local trader aptly expressed It 
as follows: 
"You can buy a bushel 


of wheat for two dozen eggs and a 
barrel of flour for a hnm. 
Why then 


should wheat not go up?" 


Tho manager of the Armour grain 


concern gives the following reasons 
for believing in higher prices

wheat, which very clearly covers tho 
situation:

HERE A COUPLEOF WEEKS AGO 


His History is Well Known to the 


Police, Whom He Often 


Befriended, 


Rock county feels more than a pass 
lag interest In "Mysterious Jim," the 
•widely known criminal who met his 
death at Milwaukee Saturday night 
He had. unaided save by a 38-calluro 
revolver, robbed William Llsle's groc 
cry In that city, and repeated 
the 
trick at Paul Ream's saloon. 
"While, 


trying to escape from pursuit ho fcl 
Into the lake. 
His body was over 


heated from the choso and became rig 
Id on coming- In contact vrlth the icy 
water. 
Death was instant. 
James Martin, iho name used on 


the records of the courts and penlten 
tlaries. although to the police he was 
alwaya ".Mysterious Jim," has spent 
a large part of his life in this county 
He began the life at a criminal about 
thirty years ago. 
At that time when 
he was not In jail, he made his head 
quarters at Belolt. 


Born In the East 
' 
He was a native of New York state 
When a young man he drltted West. 


• 
Ho fell In with a gang- of sneak thieves 
and hoboes at Belolt. 
This made 
a convenient scene for operations be- 
cause. It was near the state line, and 
It was always possible to bolt to 1111 
nols if the police became over-Inter- 
ested in him. 


Artistic is,the only word to describe 


his method of carrying out his "Jobs. 
His nerve was proverbial. 
In 1888, 


In the northern part of the state, when 
the officers had two of his friends, who 
had Just cracked a safe, and were 
leading them down an alley, Jim, with 
a revolver in each hand, held up 
the 
police. 
Ills -two confederates escap- 


ed, but reinforcements arrived before 
he could get away. 


He received two years for-his part 
in the affair.. He said later that these 
two years at Waupun" were his first 
"missionary work." 


- Given Fifteen Years 
In October, he was released 
from 
the Iowa penitentiary at Anamosa, He 
liad' been sent up for fifteen years for 
his part In a daring hold-up of a post 
master, agent, operator, and baggage 


• man. 
A train pulled in and 'he held 
up the entire crew of fifteen pcr.«ons. 
He only had one assistant lor this 
work, his other pal had become too 
drunk to do anything. 
This hold-up 
.occurred at Luzerne. 
For good con- 


duct his term was 
shortened, 
ten 
years. 


As soon as he was released ho re- 


turned 'to Belolt. 
Hero ho announc- 
ed that he had quit it all. 
Thereaf- 


ter he would live a straight life. 
. . : . . . Visited In Bower City '" 
; 
A'couple of weeks ago ho came 


• to Janesville.'.He.spent a single'night 
in.the,cUyj,,,'.While here he called on 
the members of thb"police 'force, ad- 
..herlng to his story that ho intended 
~ to stick to the straight and narrow 
path. 
The talo was hardly crooned. 


Those who knew him said that he 
would stick to Belolt until ho 
got 
ready to do another job, and then he 
would go away and show up in some 
unexpected place. 
"-" It was not unexpected news wnen 
the tidings came of the Milwaukee rob- 
beries. 
As soon as the Cream City 


police learned that he had arrived tney 
began a search with the hopo of plac- 
ing him-under lock and key, but they 
•were too late. 


Had A Kindly Heart 
In manner and speech "Mysterious 
Jim" was rough. 
Under his burly 
exterior he carried a kind heart. Ho 
was so silent and reserved on criminal 
subjects that he gained the 
sobri- 
quet by which he was always known; 


When he was in Belolt ho o.ten aid- 
ed Chief of Police Appleby in the re- 


• covery of stolen property, but 
he 


could never be induced to betray his 
fellow criminals. 
His knowledge of 


the desperadoes and thieves of .the 
West was almost limitless. 


That he was not altogether bad Is 


shown by his keeping his mother and 
sister in New York state from want.

CARS CONTINUE TO GET LARGER 


Miners Say, However, That.Wages Do 


Not Keep Step With the Growth In 
Size—Ten Per Cent Increase Is a 
Delusion. 


Scranton, Pa., Dec. 9.—Almost the 


entire time of the session of tho coal 
strike commission was taken up by 
tho mine workers In presenting their 
side of the controversy with G. B. 
Marklc 
& 
Co. In tho Hazleton re- 


gions. 


The miners placed witnesses on the 


stand who gave testimony to show 
that the company refused to employ 
them because they belonged to the 
union, had evicted them from their 
bouses for the same cause, that tho 
docking system was Intolerable; that 
the question of the men getting the 10 
per cent In wages granted as a result 
of the 1900 strike Is much In doubt, 
because the men do not know how 
the company Is figuring It out. the 
price In powder which enters Into the 
computation of tha Increase, and that 
the size of the mine cars boa 
In- 


creased, but the wages have not. ' 


Collect Dead Men's Debts. 


Two Hungarian women were placed 


on the stand and told how. the Marklc 
company deducted house rent 
from 


the last wages of their husbands who 
•were killed In the mines; and how thu 
company attempted to get them to 
sign a paper which would absolve the 
Marklcs from damages for the death 
of the men. 


The women also confirmed the story 


told by the breaker boy that the chil- 
dren-had to work without pay until 
the debt owed by the dead fathers 
•was paid off. 


The Markle company was not repre- 


sented by Its own lawyers before the 
commlslon. although It bad ample no- 
tice that testimony affecting their col- 
lieries would be presented. The com- 
missioners expect the company to 
tiring In evidence In rebuttal to the 
stories. 


Increase Size of Cars. 


James Gallagher, a Markle employe, 


said it used to be tho custom of tha 
Markle employes to contribute $50 to 
the family of a man 
killed In tho 


mines, and the men working with 
the man would lay off until tho dead 
man was burled. 


The Marklcs made a compact with 


the workmen whereby they would pay 
tho $50 and the men remain at work. 
The witness said the size of the mine 
cars has steadily Increased, but tho 
wages paid have not been raised. 


Expert Bookkeeping. 


The commissioners were very much 


surprised to learn that the 10 per cent 
increase granted in 1900 was not- a 
atralghtout raise in wages, but instead 
a 2\i- per cent increase and a reduc- 
tion in powder of ~\~ per cent; making 
the net increase In earnings 10 per 
cent, which the miners claim Is not 
being paid by the Marklo company 
through some way of figuring they do 
not understand. 
The question came 


in for considerable discussion and no 
one in the courtroom could give the 
commission a satisfactory explanation. 


There was a flurry at the afternoon 


session because Lawyer Ira II. Burns 
of Scranton, for the independent com- 
panies, referred to the President of 
the United States as "Teddy Roose- 
velt" The remark brought 'out an 
emphatic objection from Brig. Gen. 
Wilson, and the general was sustained 
by Chairman Gray. 


Cbst of Living. 


" 3. \V. lUttenhouse, secretary of the 
Retail Grocers' association, which 
does a large bualnosE among the mine 
workers, under the examination of 
John J. Murphy of Scranton gave the 
prices' for necessaries of life, such as 
eggs, butter, meats and provisions, for 
1900, 1901 and 1902. The Increase in 
prices ranged from 15 to 78 per cent, 
making the general average for gro- 
ceries about 30 -per cent higher than 
those of two years ago. 


Two years ago where It cost a fam- 


ily $17.61 a month for all .necessaries 
of life it now took $22.94 to purchase 
the same articles. 
Notwithstanding 


the Increase in wages, ho said, the 
ability of the mine workers to pay 
their grocery bills has not Improved. 
His figures were made up from those 
quoted by twenty-five merchants in 
the upper coal fields.
